Federal government bids and awards 


C onrract furnishings for schools is in every 
sense a growth industry. This market will be 
getting larger and larger every year. More child- 
ren are being born. More people are going to 
school. And they're going to school for longer 
periods of time. 

In the current half-decade, the U. S. Office of 
Education estimates 195,000 classrooms will be 
needed to meet increased enrollment in element- 
ary-secondary publie schools, and 127,000 more 
to reduce the estimated shortage. With 120,000 
more needed for replacement, changes in stand- 
ards, migration, obsolescence and the like, that's 
a total of 442,000. That compares with a total of 
366,000 for the 1956-1960 school years. 

Total enrollment is growing. From 28.6 million 
in public and nonpublic schools, kindergarten 
through 12th grade, in 1950, the number rose to 
42.2 million in 1960. It is projected at 48.7 million 
in 1965, 52.8 million in 1970, and 58 million in 
1975. Add in colleges, total school enrollment last 
fall was 48.7 million, up 1 million in the year. 

'The one thing that is going down is the number 
of school systems—but there are still a goodly 
number for you to deal with. In the 1961-62 
school year, there were 37,025 public school sys- 
tems in the United States—a drop of 16,000 in 
five years. 

Most systems procure individually, too. There's 
some consolidated purchasing in New York, and 
North Carolina, on a state-wide basis; and moves 
toward consolidation in California, some sections 
of Michigan and Florida. 


School furniture and furnishings 


One trend that education specialists in govern- 
ment have noticed for the past couple of years is 
adjustability in furniture, so that desks may be 
used from the lower grades through college (if 
need be) simply by adjusting their height. Some 
chairs are adjustable, too. Manufacturers are

approaching this from many different ways. T 
aim is to cut down a school system's inventory 
they can buy one desk, perhaps, and use it wit 
three or four different chairs. The advantag 
of this is most pronounced in junior high school 
where a youngster may outgrow a desk, standard 
type, from September to June. 

Most manufacturers have incorporated stack: 
bility into their lines, too. But both this featur| 
and adjustability run into one problem—th 
teachers often aren't taught to use them. The re 
sult is that extra-cost units aren't utilized as the 
should be—and then don't become as popular : 
they might. 


School colors 

The popularity of different colors is one of th 
most cheerful signs of the school contract furn 
ture and furnishings boom. While most manu 
facturers carry four to eight standard colors th: 
will blend with new building colors, they can su] 
ply almost any color a school will want. This h: 
extended even to the science laboratories, whe 
the old tabletop (any color as long as it's black 
has given way to four to six different choice 
Chalkboards, too, but schools still take mostl 
black and greens. 


School libraries 


Here's one of the noteworthy areas of progress 
There's more living room comfort in school libra 
ries, as there is in new public libraries. And t

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teacher's desk may find school superintendents 
beating vouchers to its door. This is one area of 
the school that's still old-fashioned, we're told. 
Companies are working on work-centers for 
teachers, which can be used as a conference cen- 
ter, perhaps include a tv-monitor, other new- 
fangled teaching needs. Television could become 
the big influence in changing concepts of what 
a teacher's desk needs to look like. 


Procurement differences 

Are there any ways to classify school system dif- 
ferences in buying new furniture? Yes, there's 
at least one way to tell. It's not by region, not by 
small town versus large, but by that common 
denominator—the money it has to spend. If a 
system has little money, it probably will buy 
tablet-arm chairs. If it has a good deal—get in 
touch with it.

Tue demographers tell us that our academic pop- 
ulation will double before the Sixties end; this 
gives our colleges and universities less than a 
decade to build a second educational system out 
of and around our existing one.

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pocket—there are rewards in working it out. Fo 
the architect, designer, and contract supplie 
there are additional rewards, more mercenar 
rewards, in finding a solution. 

Schools are the second biggest business in thi 
country, topped only by the government. One 
fourth of the people in this country spend thei 
working day in school as students or teachers. / 
conservative estimate places the value of the e 
isting school plants—publie, private, or churcl 
associated—at over $30 billion, which is rough] 
four times the assets of General Motors. Even i 
we assume that our schools fall far short of thei 
Sixties’ building goal, it still adds up to an in 
pressive sum for the contract market. It is, « 
course, a difficult figure to predict; we must leav 
you to your own mathematics. But even Charle 
Wilson, vis-à-vis the scope, might consider a su 
den rephrasing: what is good for education 
good for the country. 

If the problem of inadequate educational faci 
ities is more intense today, it is by no means ot 
we have just recognized. Since the end of Worl 


ar II, the vast changes that were evident in 
erican society have led anxious educators to 
mder if the American schoolhouse had been 
rare of the changes taking place in the world 
und it. At the same time educators began to 
estion the basic processes of the schools: Does 
ucation take place best in a single classroom 
ed with 35 students and one teacher, with these 
ssrooms divided by grade and the school day 
"ken into an unyielding succession of periods 
h only a bell to remind both students and teach- 
that more of the same awaits them? Have we 
rried the idea of the Quincy School (the first 
erican school, circa 1847, in which children 
re arranged by grades) too far? And have we 
gotten that Emerson said: “The secret of edu- 
ion lies in respecting the student"? 
his criticism got its biggest explosion in 1959 
en Dr. J. Lloyd Trump—education’s reorgan- 
tion man—set a charge under the American 
ssroom structure. He and the Commission of 
National Association of Secondary School 
ncipals put forth a set of recommendations ad- 
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vocating complete reorganization of the high 
school, including the teaming of teachers, the 
elimination of the ordinary classroom in favor of 
both smaller and larger classrooms, the employ- 
ment of technology, and a greater emphasis on the 
resourceful and responsible scholar—all of which 
outmoded the classroom and the school as most of 
us know it. 

New schools embodying some of Trump’s pro- 
posals have been designed and built over the past 
few years, marking the beginning of an educa- 
tional revolution that is dethroning the long 
Quincy reign in educational thinking. 

Wayland Senior High School—which is either 
ironically or coincidentally located in the back- 
yard of the still existing 1847 Quincy School—in 
Wayland, Mass., is a school that actually preceded 
the Trump report, but embodies many of its rec- 
ommendations. The school consists of five flat- 
roofed buildings and a giant white dome set down 
in a field of green about a dozen miles from Bos- 
ton’s Quincy. It was the most talked about school 
in the country during the Fall of 1960. The funda-

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mental alteration at Wayland—from which most 
changes in arrangement and use of school space 
stem—was the unconventional approach to the 
role of the teacher—an approach most often called 
team teaching. Wayland’s planners have organ- 
ized their school around five teams, giving each a 
building of its own. The team areas are made up 
of a large group room, several seminar rooms, its 
own library/ reference center, the team office and 
classrooms equipped to teach the team’s subject. 
With this arrangement the exposition of any sub- 
ject can be delivered by a single teacher to more 
than 100 students or the group can be broken 
down into smaller groups or seminar groups to 
explore the subject more intimately. Individual 
study is encouraged in the resource or reference 
rooms, centrally located in each team building, 
stocked with books, displays, periodicals, and 
teaching aids on the subject, which may be carried 
to and used at any of the many open desks or 
table and chair arrangements. 

The design of the team area enables teachers to 
deploy themselves among the students from hour 
to hour according to what is to be taught to whom 
and where the emphasis is to be placed. Ideally, 
it is aimed at helping each student tailor a sched- 
ule to his individual requirements. 


What has happened since Wayland and tl 
Trump Report is that the school house is losir 
its long-time custodial atmosphere and has be 
come more “homelike.” Internally, the very sp 
cialized school furniture is beginning to give w 
to more conventional commercial furniture of tl 
kind usually found in conference rooms or libra 
ies of office buildings. This is not so very muq 
true in the classroom itself where specialized fu 
niture (no longer nailed down, however) still pr 
dominates, but it is happening in the school 
braries, lecture halls, and study or seminar roo 

The newest classrooms have also abandoned tl 
old rectilinear shape for hexagons or trapezoid 
their floors are tiled or carpeted and everywhe 
there are operable walls, providing a flexible m 
of space. 


Flexibility through operable walls 


Since team teaching methods most often 

quire classrooms that do not stay put, operal 
walls are a necessity in providing high utilizati 
of space and in making the school more adaptab 
Three years ago, when team teaching schools we 
on the drawing boards, there was not an econo 
ical operable wall on the market that would рї 
vide true speech privacy and still be removal 
or replaceable by the teacher.

tute, changed the thinking. The old, general 
ectation was that maintenance of the carpeting 
uld get out of hand. This was not the case, how- 
Pr; maintenance problems did not increase. 
Not quite five years ago, when Shaker High 
00l opened its doors in Newtonville, N.Y., stu- 
its found that half of their school was supplied 
th asphalt tile flooring; the other half was cov- 
d, wall to wall, with 25,000 square feet of com- 
rcial carpeting of the hotel /office variety. Since 
n the carpeting has been subjected to strict 
регуайоп and tests and, to date, it has cost 
6.61 a year to maintain every 1000 square 
t. It cost almost twice as much. $350.75 a year, 
naintain every 1000 square feet of tile. On top 
his the experiments showed that it took about 
f the time—34 compared to 64 minutes a day 
o maintain the carpeting. The hitch, if there is 
‚ is that carpeting costs more to install, but 
ny schools that have experimented with carpet- 
are finding that the cost differential on car- 
ing erases itself after a number of years 
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CARPETING THE CLASSROOMS 
has become an increasingly popular 
decision now that experiments have 
shown that carpeting can be main- 
tained at practically half the cost of 
tile, in almost half the time. Schools 
employing its use include the Britin- 
nica Academy for Adults (top), Chi- 
cago, Ill, the Peter Pan Elementary 
School (above), Andrews, Texas, and 
the St. Mark’s School (below), Dallas. 
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through savings on noise control, heating and 
cooling, as well as maintenance. 

The future will undoubtedly bring more schools 
like St. Mark’s, where students will teach them- 
selves through programmed learning (teaching 
machines) without active intervention or assis- 
tance from teachers. Equally as important, per- 
haps, will be the arrangement of the interiors. 
As emphasis is placed on individual learning and 
as the home atmosphere is brought to the schools, 
interiors will become more indentifiable with the 
home and gradually the custodial flavor which 
permeates most of the school air today will fade 
away. 

Architects Caudill, Rowlett & Scott have been 
responsible for refreshing the school air in the 
Southwest. Their commissions in Stillwater and 
Blackwell, Oklahoma, and Saginaw, Texas, were 
some of the first in the country to make indepen- 
dent study of all kinds the central feature of its 
design. The most striking innovation was a series 
of study carrels, where individual students or 
pairs of students could get off by themselves, and 
where they spend most of their time. The use of 
traditional, nailed-down school furniture died 
when these school plants were given life. Black- 
well Senior High School, for example, was planned 
for 600 students, with each having his own home 
base in the individual study center. The home 
base, especially designed for the school, is essen- 
tially a four-man desk with drawers serving as 
lockers. This one school ordered at least 600 chairs

If we carry the arithmetic past graduation 
the colleges, the dollar gets fatter. The money t 
colleges must put out for housing adds up to o 
one-quarter of the building costs. With the n 
accent on independent study, college students v 
be spending more and more of their waking ti 
in the dormitories. The recognition of this has 
designers away from the stark, repetitive, 
adorned school residences of the past. The dor 
tories of today are being humanized; they hq 
flavor, character, style; they are accommodatiq 
offering good provision for the student to rę 
alone or review his studies with some of his 
lows, for that matter. 


Psychological influences 


The interior spaces of fraternity row at St 
ford University were influenced by a combinat 
of phychological thinking and the humanist аг 
tecture of John Carl Warnecke, its archit 
Western Contract Furnishers, who landed the 
ternal design assignment, said the interiors w 
created “аз an answer to the need for rebel 
and independence that accompanies the stude 
approaching maturity, tempered with the bala 
ing influence of responsibility."

terprise. If there is a need to withdraw or expand 
at some later date, the city will have the flexibility 
to move in either direction. The arrangement 
will also allow the Board of Education to recover 
the cost of the school in the first generation of its 
existence, freeing funds to set up elsewhere. 

In the Bronx, a union-sponsored housing de- 
velopment is planning an elementary school as 
part of its project. This idea has long proved suc- 
cessful in London and Paris, since it allowed the 
educational system freedom to move the physical 
facilities in and out of the development according 
to the flow of children. 

In the Yorkville section of New York a varia- 
tion on this joint occupancy idea may soon rise. 
The plan calls for a complete elementary school 
on the first three floors of a middle-income apart- 
ment building. The school will serve the entire 
neighborhood and can grow or shrink with en- 
rollment. 

For a neighborhood that is expected to give way 
to commercialization after a number of heavy en- 
rollment years, an addition to an existing school 
may be constructed across the street, which will 
provide facilities for children as long as they re- 
main and then convert to commercial occupancy. 
Such an addition is being constructed in Brooklyn. 

The school, as we have already pointed out, is 
the most numerous of public buildings in the 
country. Our age is demanding that the numbers 
double themselves. At best, this article has only 
hinted at the direction the numbers will take. The 
market is fraught with enormous potential, but 
it will bring the biggest rewards to those who 
have made the effort to understand it. (€)

Т may not have occurred to anyone that it was 
prticularly desirable to have one over-all design- 

of a building, its interior, and contents. 
hether the architects of "unintegrated" New 
ork buildings and the occupants have been ex- 
priencing a sense of loss or not, an "integrated" 
ilding has come to New York City to show them 
hat they are missing—the Bankers Trust at 280 
ark Avenue. Though non-architects have been 
Psponsible for various structures here—the 
eat Pier Luigi Nervi among them—this is the 
st time an industrial designer has been in 
arge of a large office building. Henry Dreyfuss 
hs been associated with this bank for five years, 
hd anything connected with its appearance has 
Pen his affair, from branch bank facilities to 
e type face, so the invitation to take on the 
Pw midtown headquarters reflects their satis- 
ction with his work. He accepted on the under- 
anding that he would be designing, choosing 
aterials, and overseeing generally, while sym- 
ithetic architects (Emery Roth) would produce 
e technical drawings and supervise the execu- 
bn. From this we deduce that Dreyfuss Asso- 
ates were to create, their colleagues to translate. 


cked competition 


e Bankers Trust did not want to compete 
th the other Park Avenue buildings, wanting 
ther something that would reflect security, in- 
grity, dignity, and warmth. It is not clear in 
at area they were ducking competition, for the 
ilding occupies the Park Avenue side of the 
рск, between 48th and 49th Streets, and is 
irty stories high, the top thirteen of these being 
ntable. In fact, it is at this point that we run into 
z, for, in spite of the modesty of their aims, the 
nk still desired the “best over-all design" above 
things. This curious term keeps cropping up 
d quickly becomes as hard to define as the title 
er-all designer.” After all, it’s impossible even 
talk about good design without competing with 
e Seagram and Lever buildings up the street, 
t to mention the Union Carbide next door. But 
the expression means the best-looking bank in- 
le and out, then there is no rivalry for many 
peks. Certainly the First National City next to 
e Seagram's—here submitted as the beastliest 
nk in the city—makes an excellent foil. 
As we search for the touch of the over-all de- 
rner, however, the fog becomes thicker. Natu- 
Ily, the shape of the building was affected by the 
hnical difficulties of the site, lying as it does 
er two sets of railroad tracks which are not 
gned. But it is very sad that the only way 
eyfuss could overcome these was by design- 
p, supervising, or approving what amounts to 
other step-back, wedding-cake, or whatever you 
sh to call the ziggurat space-saving style. True, 
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there is only one step, but the proportions are 
so queer that the squat bottom (20,000 square 
feet in area) seems to hang out over the avenue, 
while the slim tower (7,500 square feet) is all but 
craning over the top. True, the disappointment of 
the design is mitigated by the building’s com- 
plexion: the facade consists of pre-cast concrete 
window frames, 6 feet by 12 feet, bolted together 
and to the frame, and glazed with tinted glass. 

The concrete is buff-colored and the glass ap- 
pears dark and liquid, giving a restful effect that 
will be even pleasanter when the summer heat is 
bouncing off the glass and metal of the surround- 
ing buildings. Set on a podium, the structure is 
supported by columns of black granite, while the 
recessed ground and second floors are walled re- 
spectively by travertine and by glass set in bronze 
frames. On the first floor are the vaults and an 
auditorium, together with escalators that run to 
the second floor. Here the elevators start, there 
being no basement, and the public banking offices 
are located to the right and left. The ninth floor 
contains the employees’ cafeteria; customers’ 
dining rooms are on the tenth; the boardroom, 
money and conference rooms comprise the six- 
teenth, which is connected by a bronze staircase 
to the seventeenth, senior executives' floor. 

There is a certain homogeneity to the interiors 
that could be credited to the over-all designer: the 
color scheme, for example, is alternately blue and 
red, floor by floor, and while the shades vary, the 
color as expressed in closet doors, soft furnish- 
ings, washrooms, etc., is most often solid. Traver- 
tine faces all the elevator lobbies—Italy must be 
nearly cleaned out of this stone; apparently 
cheapness and durability endear it to architects, 
as well as the virtue of looking as elegant as 
marble, but being in fact a loose-textured lime- 
stone that does not require the finishing that 
marble does. There is plenty of wood throughout 
—walls, tables, chair frames, etc., and it is all 
unpolished teak and very handsome. 


Lighting is outstanding 


But the most sensational feature is the new 
low-brightness lighting (developed by General 
Electric; Richard Kelly, lighting consultant) ; this 
is the best thing that has happened to modern 
interiors in years. The units are installed behind 
glass that looks similar to glass brick, and fitted 
into the usual ceiling grid system. Spreading out 
45 degrees from the vertical, the beam plays on 
the area immediately below, and there appears to 
be only a dim glow in the room until you stand 
beneath the fixture. The quality of the light itself 
is soft, eliminating the livid, mottled cast to 
flesh that has hitherto been part of the architec- 
tural package. However, the system cannot have 
been used throughout because the light in the 
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elevators and lobbies is filtered through grilles of 
anodized aluminum with dazzling results. 

Among the interesting points on the seven- 
teenth floor is the outside balcony accessible on 
three sides and decorated with plants, and the 
stained-glass window in one wall of the lobby 
(Robert Sowers). This is composed—without 
leads—of asymmetrical, squarish shapes in gray 
and reddish brown, the pieces being epoxy-ed to- 
gether. I noticed some good-looking table lamps 
(Hansen Lamps; Safran & Glucksman Inc.), in- 
cluding one made of a tall block of alabaster top- 
ped by a pleated white shade, also tall. Dotted 
around both executive floors are low tables made 
of circular or oval slabs of onyx mounted on 
brushed aluminum legs. These should really be 
credited to the big interior decorator upstairs, 
since the milky-brown stone with its rose-shaped 
grain is so exquisite, 

Descending the bronze staircase to the six- 
teenth floor, passing under a Harry Bertoia sun- 
burst, we arrive in a large working area. Inciden- 
tally most of the office floors are arranged with 
the senior workers occupying the larger part of 
the total space, sitting at teak-topped desks, 
while the lower grades are grouped out of sight 
at either end of the floor, their individual areas 
partitioned by frosted glass. Conference rooms on 
the sixteenth are handsome but plain: the sever- 
ity is relieved by teak paneling, the soft furnish- 
ings, and by the maps of old New York on the 
walls and a sprinkling of Chinese screens, which 
are of course beautiful but rather dull. The bank’s 
scheme did not include much art apart from the 
commissioned pieces—I glimpsed a Karl Mann 
painting here and there and some water-colors 
through an open office door. One small conference 
room on this floor was interesting for its closed- 


circuit television set, enabling officers of the mi 
town command to confer with their colleagues « 
Wall Street. They sit around a small circuli 
table whose surface is especially treated to r 
fleet light on the faces without causing a gla 
on the screen. 


All kinds of art 


On the tenth, a blue floor, are the custome 
dining rooms, large and small, with the occasion 
folding wall for flexibility. Art is again limit 
but tasteful, consisting of fake colonial inn-sig 
painted on antiqued wood panels. A very larj 
metal and stained-glass screen by Alistair Bevin 
ton stands in the lobby, an attractive piece 
sembling a group of giant butterflies.

sitting room partitioned from the cafeteria 
a rather arty handwoven screen is notable for 
carpet (Dorothy Liebes), patterned with serpe 
tine stripes, and for sofas whose backs are curv 
instead of rectangular.

Thus, instead of the skyscraper, 
srkins & Will disposed the new facilities over 
ven acres, Fortunately, instead of constituting 
bother suburban industrial sprawl, the court- 
rds and enclosed areas of the office building 
e a formal and meaningful pattern of red brick 
d limestone, housing about 1,500 employees in 
e of the largest office structures ever built in 
e Chicago suburban area. One hundred and 
irty acres of the site, including two huge cir- 
lar parking lots, are landscaped—an excellent 
ample of “nature methodized” in the contem- 
rary industrial style—and the other half re- 
üns untouched farmland. 

A modern apparatus for doing business within 
rural setting, Pure Oils headquarters was 
hgled out for honors by Chicago's new archi- 
tural award program last year.
